It's one thing Tor government spokesmen 
to shower us with statlstlca In favor of Hell's 
canyon development, and there's the other 
angle ol those who clamor for it purely for 
political reasons, such as Secretary of State 
-IraJLMaatcta. . lorJnsIance, 



But all this does not alter the tact that 
practically all of the power generated at a 
government-owned Hell's canyon plant would 
be transmitted ino Washington, Oregon and 
possibly Calllornla for the industrial devel 
opment of those states. 

In other words, the government would be 
drawing on Idaho's resources for the benefit 
of others. 

This would be following out the policy, as 
the master planners put It, that no one state 
should be permitted to stand In the way of 
tho development of others. Or In other 
words: "The most good for the moat people." 

That's all well and good for these other 
states. We're politically weak and these other 
states are politically strong because they 
outnumber us by hundreds of thousands, 
When It comes to any showdown Involving 
political strength, who will deny that we 
TronId-br8t-a-tremcndoiis-dlaadvantage?-And 
who Is gullible enough to say that politics 
would play no part In determining these 
"national" policies? 

Ask the people of Arizona how they think 
they are getting along In their fight with the 
far more powerful state of California over 
Colorado river water. 

If we let these master planners sell us on 
the Idea of being "big brothers" to these 
other states, even though we have ample 
power for our own needs with almost limits 
Jess opportunities for development right here 
at home, we may wake up some day to find 
that wa have been sold a bill of goods. 

With most of the power from Hell's canyon 
Itnally being committed to out-of-state In- 
dustries, l5i;tbere any reason t9 believe that 
we'll be ablft to take some of this energy away 
trom them when it comes time for us to 
develop Industrially? 

,If through a Hell's canyon dam. a Columbia 
Talley authority, and the like, the govem- 
ment Is planning to "develop the great Pa- 
cific Northwest," are we absolutely sure that 
we're actually included in this so-called 
Northwest? Or would we be included only to 
the extent that It would draw upon our water 
resources?

We have no guarantee the government will 
give us on even break with these other states. 
From a'natlonal, over-all position It has the 
power to determine "emergencies" for the 
benefit of "most of the people."

The government's attitude la something to 
be reckoned with so long as the master plan- 
ners, bureaucrats and New Dealers are in 
power. That was Indicated by what Secretarr 
Masters had to say when he was In Twin 
Falls the other day: 

"We're goliig to get Hell's canyon whether 
yon guys like It or not."
